Reimbursement of depositors of

for meat In warm weather the 
nut loaf will be a suggestion: 
Nut Loaf.—Cook one cupful of 
rice In boiling salted water until 
tender; drain urn! add two cupfuls 
of bread crumbs, one tablespoon­ 
ful of chopped parsley, two table­ 
spoonfuls of salt, one and one-half 
cupfuls of pecans and a dash of 
cayenne. 
Add a beaten egg, one 
tablespoonful of butter and one 
cupfuls of milk; add the bread 
crumbs, toasted, and enough of the 
milk to make a loaf to keep Its 
shape. 
Mix nil well and place In 
a baking pan with a little water. 
Bake 20 minutes.

It may not con­ 
tain any new thoughts but it rings true 
and brings an old truth directly to our 
minds. 
We do not always regard work 
as a blessing, naturally, because some­ 
times it seems anything but that, espe­ 
cially when it interferes w7ith our cherish­ 
ed plans or wears us out by its rigorous 
discipline. 
Taken as a whole, however, 
we cannot make any progress in this life 
without constant effort, and effort means 
work. 
We do not appreciate this fact in 
early life because we lack the experience 
necessary to value the advantages that 
come from work and, consequently, do 
not realize our whole duty in the prem­ 
ises. 
It is but natural, however, for youth 
to look only on the bright side of life and 
to enjoy the fruits of its efforts at the mo­ 
ment. 
The thought that tomorrow may 
bring want in its trail never occurs and 
the most that the average young man or 
woman says of the future is, “Let it take 
care of itself.” 
If at least a portion of 
the money that is thrown away in our 
youth had been saved in anticipation of an 
emergency we would 
be 
saved 
many 
anxious hours and even much physical 
discomfort. 
But because we see only 
the present and live only in the present 
when we are young we do not find it 
easy to think in terms of the future. 
We accomplish our work, perhaps in 
an efficient manner, perhaps in the easi­ 
est way possible, perhaps with indiffer­ 
ence and neglect. 
But just so long as we 
accomplish it we feel that we have per­ 
formed our duty and fulfilled our obliga­ 
tions. 
When we do not produce the re­ 
sults we anticipated we are not worried 
because the bells of hope still chime gaily 
in our ears, and the present seems to cover 
so much space that we feel we have a 
lifetime in which to accomplish results. 
We change from one task to another with 
ease and while sometimes we are bene­ 
fitted thereby more often we merely lose 
time and waste energy in useless pursuits 
Even when we do find some work the re­ 
sults of which satisfy us we do not take its 
pecuniary rewards

but 
look

to tide us over the present. 
We may not 
be deliberately neglectful of the future 
but it does seem that those young people 
who can feel the thrill that compensated 
efforts bring should also be able to ap­ 
preciate the necessity of safeguarding at 
least a part of the money thus earned.

deprive

piness and our comfort, but we must not 
forget that if we do not save we jeopar­ 
dize our future in a much more serious 
way. 
It is one thing to be able to work, 
to have 
the 
health 
to 
do it and the 
strength and the opportunity even though 
we must 
deprive 
ourselves 
of 
many 
things we like, and quite another thing to 
struggle painfully through a bleak old age 
with health impaired, 
strength 
wasted 
and no opportunity to earn our way. 
We cannot eat ourt cake and have it 
too, but we can if we will, eat a portion 
of it and save the rest for another time. 
That is why the idea of working today or 
wanting tomorrow drives itself home to 
many persons who, perhaps, today are 
slowly approaching that tomorrow that 
brings distress and unhappiness in its 
wake. 
But, for those who understand

crossings, 
and 
thereby avoiding possible loss of 
lives to those riding in automobiles 
as well as those on trains, as pas­ 
senger trains have been frequently 
derailed, causing loss of life to the 
engine crew, as well as injuring 
many passengers on the train. 
The 
M.-K.T. 
has 
between St. 
Louis and Parsons on the main line 
377 grade crossings; between Mc* 
Baine 
and 
Columbia, 
4; 
between 
W alker and Eldorado Springs 20; 
between Franklin and Moberly 30; 
between Bryson and Paola 99; mak­ 
ing a total of 530 crossings on the 
St. Louis district, all of which offer 
an opportunity for accident should 
drivers of automobiles not take the 
precaution to contribute the interest 
they should 
in 
protecting 
them ­ 
selves from being struck by trains 
at railroad grade crossings. 
Following is an article w ritten by 
C. B. M arsters, M.-K.-T. engineer of 
Dallas, Texas, which appeared in a 
recent issue of the Dallas News: 
“Words and thoughts cannot ex­ 
press the grave importance of grade 
crossings, nor does the public appre­ 
ciate how nerve-wrecking it is and 
especially disastrous to the general 
health of an engineer and fireman, 
who are helpless in avoiding many 
accidents 
that 
are 
occurring at 
grade crossings, 
especially 
where 
not only the lives of the automobile 
driver, but that of the engineer and 
fireman are involved. 
“I, being employed by the M.-K.-T. 
as an engineer, have been running 
an engine some 
thirty-odd years. 
The officials of the M.-K.-T. have 
every safety appliance on their en­ 
gines known to man and I am plead­ 
ing with the public of this country 
to cooperate with the engineers as 
a whole. 
An engineer has to be 
physically, 
mentally, 
morally 
and 
tem peram entally fitted for the posi­ 
tion of trust which he fills, but to­ 
day w*e are confronted with a con­ 
dition to handle which without the 
cooperation of all the public, the 
engineer and fireman in the dis­ 
charge of their duty are forced to 
sit In the cab and helplessly watch 
their locomotive plow7 into an auto­ 
mobile loaded with men, women and 
children and words cannot express 
this terrible sensation, nor the ill 
effects left upon the engineer and 
fireman in such a case.

when you take your family in your 
automobile for a day’s outing, or 
coming to town to spend the day, 
w hether you are driving yourself or 
some member of the family, be care­ 
ful at the grade crossings.
